NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 3th August, 1991 

G.S.R. 521(E):—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (i) of section 35 of the 
Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) the Central 
Government hereby makes the following order fur¬ 
ther to amend the Port of New Mangalore Pilotage 
and Other Services (Fees) Order, 1989, namely:— 


[Part II— Sec. 3 (i) ] 

1. (1) This order may be called the Port of New 
MangalorcJ Pilotage and Other Services (Fee) 
Amendment Order, 1991. 

(2) It will come into force on the date of 
its publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Relo w the Schedule to the Port of New Manga¬ 
lore Pilotage and Other Services (Fee) Order, 1989, 

< for the ‘Notes’, the following ‘Notes’ shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely:— 

“NOTES” 

1. All shifting of vessels will be to Port Account. 

2. Pilotage services will be available all the 24 
hours of the day. 

3. For pilotage a vessel on ‘Cold Move’ as certi¬ 
fied by the Master of the vessel namely without the 
power of the engine of the vessel partly or fully in 
any operation a surcharge of 20% shall be levied 
over the rates payable as per the schedule. 

4. Fees for on carriage of Pilot:—In the event of 
the vessel carrying a pilot the Port Limits for un¬ 
avoidable reason the master shall be bound to leave 
the pilot at the next nearest Port and master, owner 
or his representative shall be responsible for the 
repatriation and all connected formalities thereof 
and also be liable to pay all expenses incurred in 
the matter of Boarding Lodging other reasonable 
expenses and repatriation of the pilot thus over¬ 
carried. In addition, compensation at the rate of 
Rs. 60 per hour shall be payable by the master of 
vessel till the pilot reports back to duty at the Port 

5. In case different agents are engaged for inward 
entry and outward clearance separately each of the 
agents will be charged 50 % of the charges. 

6 . In respect of vessels entering the ports for 
bunkering, water and repairs but not discharging or 
taking in any cargo only 50 % of the pilotage charges 
will be levied- 

7. Detention charges of steamers: 

(1) For cancellation of a re- Rs. 1,200 
quisition for the services per vessel 
of a Pilot with less than 2 
hours notice to the Deputy 
Conservator for Pilotage 
between 06.00 A-M. to 06.00 
P.M. or with less than 6 
hours notice for pilotage 
between 5.00 P.M. and 
6X0 A.M. 
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(2) For detention of pilot by a 
steamer for more than 30 
minutes beyond the time 
for which the requisition 
was made ; 

(a) for 1 st hour or part 
thereof 

(b) for every subsequent 
hours or part thereof 

8. In case where a pilot boards a steamer but 
has to return on being informed that his services 
are not required cancellation charges specified in 
sub-item (I) above shall be levied. 


9. If a pilot is made to wait for more than 30 
minutes after boarding the steamer and is being 
informed that his services are not required ‘detention 
charges’ specified in sub-item (2) above shall be levied 
in addition to cancellation charges : 

Provided that the Deputy Conservator may at 
his discretion waive the whole or part of the deten¬ 
tion or cancellation charges if the detention or can¬ 
cellation was due to circumstances beyond the con¬ 
trol of the master of the Steamer and if the Pilot 
certified to that effect in writing.
